ON BOARD THE GENERAL 
ASHBURN, June 22.—The General 
Ashburn and the Mark Twain left 
St. Charles at dawn today on the 
second leg of a Missouri River 
cruise to Kansas City which, Sec- 
retary of War Hurley told St. Louis 
at yesterday's Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon, signalizes the ful- 


fillment or a 1928 campaign pledge 
of President Hoover. 

The cruise is, officially, an inspec- 
tion by Secretary Hurley and high 
army officers in charge of channel 
improvement and barge operations, 
to determine if the channel is in 
fact ready for a return of the river 
traffic, which deserted the Missouri 
almost completely 50 years ago. 

This June has brought the first 
considerable high water on the 
Missouri in three years, and the two 
steamers cruised full speed ahead 
along a deep and _ well-marked 
channel, with army engineers’ boats 
preceding them by a few miles. 
Col. George Spalding, division en- 
gineer in charge of channel im- 
provement of the Mississippi and 
its tributaries above the Ohio, and 
other engineers making the inspec- 
tion, are eager to see the effect of 
the high water, for they have said 
for more than a year that, although 
the engineering works were nearly 
complete, high water alone could 
complete the job of scouring out 
the channel, 

Work Started in 1910. 

In connection with the announced 
fulfillment of President Hoover's 
pledge, it may be recalled that he 
is again the Republican nominee 
for President. It may be men- 
tioned, also, that this six-foot pro- 
ect between Kansas City and St. 
Louls has been under way since 
1910. . 

But it must be conceded that Sec- 
retary Hurley and President Hoo- 
ver have most if not all the figures 
on their side. In 1928 something 
over $17,000,000 had been spent in 
18 years on this troublesome 
stretch of river, and the channel 
was estimated—and probably with 
some optimism—55 per cent com- 
plete. The work and annual ex- 
penditures for the four years since 
then have been more than doubled, 
so that, as Mr. Hoover nears the 
end of his term, he can point with 
pride to a $46,500,000 channel ready 
for use between the two largest 
cities of Missouri. 

Tonight the inspection party is | 
due at Hermann, tomorrow night 
at Jefferson City, Friday night at 
Boonville, Saturday night at Miami, 
Sunday at Waverly and Lexington, 
Sunday night at Napoleon and next 
Monday at Kansas City, where an 
elaborate reception is to conclude 
with a Chamber of Commerce din- 
ner at the Muehlbach Hotel. 

Celebrations have been planned 
at nearly every town along the 
river, for they have looked long for 
a revival of traffic on this great 
and treacherous stream. Gov. 
Caulfield is expected to spend a 
day on board one of the boats, and 
Major-General Lytle Brown, chief 
of engineers, is to join the party, 
which already includes Secretary 
Hurley, Col. Spalding and Major- 
General T. Q. Ashburn, head of the 
Inland Waterways Corporation, 
which operates the Federal barge 
lines,

Previously he had said: 

“We are convinced that any rea- 
sonable step whereby the vast total 
of men under arms throughout the 
world can be reduced in any way 
which does not diminish the se 
curity of any country should be 
welcomed.” 

“Bound Up With Security.“ 

Paul-Boncour, in answering the 
American proposal with the fa- 
miliar French demand that se- 
curity be guaranteed before arms 
are cut, said: 

“Reduction of armaments is in- 
separably bound up with security. 
Mr. Hoover’s plan for mass reduc- 
tions will be welcomed in France, 
if it is combined with international 
provisions for security. We are 
willing to study the Hoover pro- 
posals, if the Americans will study 
the requirements of French se- 
curity.” 

He referred to Mr. Hoover's in- 
vocation to the Kellogg Fact. 

“and who,” he demanded, “is to 
guarantee that weapons shall be 


used only for purposes of de- 
fense?”’ 
Russia Approves Plan. 
Maxim Litvinoff, for Russja, ap- 


proved the American plan although 
he said it did not go so far as his 
Government would wish. 

“We favor all kinds of disarma- 
ment,” he said, “we will support to- 
tal disarmament, partial disarma- 
ment, moral disarmament, budget- 
ary disarmament—any genuine re- 
duction of arms. I hope this plan 
will be discussed fully and early 
so that the conference can really 
begin.“ 

The German representative. 
Count Rudolf Nadolny, said the 
Hoover proposals would give the 
conference new impetus. 

Dino Grandi, on behalf of Pre- 
mier Mussolini of Italy, gave his 
complete and unconditional ac- 
ceptance of the Hoover program. 
“Italy accepts entirely and in all 
its parts the disarmament plan sub- 
mitted today by the American dele- 
gation,” he said. 

The Japanese representative said 
his country was ready to co-oper- 
ate in considering the American 
proposals. 

Arthur Henderson, chairman of 
the conference, shut off the dis- 
cussion by announcing that Mr. 
Hoover's proposals will be dis- 
cussed at the private sessions which 
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called when needed. 


At a meeting of the Air Com- 
mission this morning, Allen W. 
Dulles, the American member, saia 
that, if European Governments de- 
cide to internationalize commercia) 
air forces, the United States will 
consider sympathetically any 
method of national supervision of 
American civil aviation to prevent 
its becoming a military menace to 
other countries, 

America would do this, he said, 
in the interest of disarmament and 
world security, although the Unit- 
ed States considers the 
internationalize civil aircraft as 
primarily a European concern. 

French Air Proposals. 

Meanwhile France presented a 
set of sweeping proposals in re- 
gard to civil and military aviation 
which included: 

1. Prohibition of chemical, in- 
cendiary and bacteriological war- 
fare from the air. 

2. Prohibition of aerial bombard- 
ment, except over the field of bat- 
tle, over air bases and over long 
range artillery emplacements. 

3. Fixing of maximum tonnage 
per unit for military airplanes, and 
fixing of a limit on the number of 
machines over the stipulated ton- 
nage deemed essential for defen- 
sive purposes, machines in the lat- 
ter classification to be placed at 
the disposal of the League of Na- 
tions. 

4. Continental nationalization of 
commercial and transport aviation. 

5. Fixing of similar bases of 
maximum tonnage per unit for 
non-internationalized civil air- 
planes, corresponding to the meas- 
ures concerning the private manu- 
facture of and trade in arms. 


Paris Papers Call Hoover’s Propo- 
sal an Ultimatum.

PARIS, June 22.—President 
Hoover’s new arms proposal was 
published too late for extensive 
comment in this afternoon’s news- 
papers, but the Nationalist press 
was highly critical of the activities 
at Geneva and Lausanne in the last 
few days. 

The Journal des Debats referred 
to the midnight conference at 
Morges between United States Am- 
bassador Gibson and Premier Her- 
riot as an American ultimatum. It 
declared that the United States was 
using the disarmament plea to ex- 
ert pressure on France. Germany, 
the newspaper eharged, is increas- 
ing its armament in violation of 
treaty obligations, while France is 
being asked to disarm.

IN HANDS, UNBITTEN 


Theodore Tausch Says Snake 
Isn’t Afraid or Nervous 
If Man Isn't. 


“It’s all a matter of vibrations,“ 
said Theodore Tausch, reaching in- 
to a sack of rattlesnakes at the 
reptile nouse of the Zoo yesterday. 

He lifted out a prairie rattler, 
then a red diamond-back, a 
bleached rattlesnake and two more 
prairie rattlers. How do you want 
I should hold them?” he inqired of 
a photographer. while the reptiles 
twisted and wriggled about in his 
hand. “Out, like so, or up close 
like so?” 

“Either way,” said the photog- 
rapher. They're your snakes, not 
mine. I was going to photograph 
from a distance of six feet, but you 
know, I think this would be a bet- 
ter eight-foot shot.” 

He backed away, adjusting the 
camera as Tausch continued his ex- 
planation of how he handles ven- 
omous snakes as though they were 
harmless. 

“The snake is a copy of your own 
condition,” Tausch gestured with 
his reptile-laden right hand. “You 
are excited. Then he is excited, 


too. You are angry; then he is 
angry. You are afraid, he is 
afraid. And when both are 


afraid, something always happens. 
I am not afraid, not ever. 

„I can tell, if he is already ex- 
cited, by the vibration of his rat- 
tle, if he is dangerous, So I make 
a wave at him with my hand, like 
so, and maybe he strikes at it. 
Maybe he strikes again, three, four 


times, but I watch his tongue. 
When it’s a danger signal, his 
tongue goes way out. But I don't 


hurt him and he can’t get any fear 
vibrations, so pretty soon, he is 
friendly. 

“when he is friendly to me, his 
tongue comes out only a little. Then 
his head drops from the striking 
position and again his 
comes not so far out. That’s my 
signal to pick him up. You see the 
snake thinks, ‘You are big and I 
am little and you are going to hurt 
me, so I must protéct myself.’ But 
I don’t hurt him, so pretty soon he 
is altogether friendly to me.” 

Tausch is a lecturer and snake 
collector. Hitch-hiking his way 
east from Denver with a dunnage 
bag and a cardboard box contain- 
ing specimens, he stopped at the 
Zoo to see if the herpetologist, R. 
Marlin Perkins, wanted to buy. any 
reptiles or knew of anyone who 
wanted to engage a lecturer. 

Treating snake bite, he said, is 
simply a matter of having a hand- 
kerchief knotted into a loop, al- 
ways available. “It takes 14 sec- 
onds for the poison to start work- 
ing,” he explained. “Twist the 
handkerchief up tight right away, 
then cut across the bite with 4 ra- 
zor blade and squeeze around the 
cut to force the poison out. I have 
been bitten three times, but by do- 
ing that I never have been sick.”

RECEIVERS NAMED 
FOR FOX THEATERS 


Two, Including Corporation’s 
President, Appointed by 
Consent. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 22.—William 
E. Atkinson, president of Fox 
Theaters Corporation, and John 
F. Sherman were appointed today 
receivers in equity for the ocor- 
poration, under a joint bond of 
$100,000. 

The appointment, made in Unit- 
ed State District Court, was con- 
sented to. It was made upon ap- 
plication of Sullivan and Croni- 
well, attorneys for the Chicago Ti- 
tle & Trust Co., a creditor, to the 
extent of $410,190. 

The petition for an equity re- 
ceivership was based upon alleged 
lack of liquid assets and also upon 
the assertion that “an individual 
creditor as to whom default has 
been made” may enter judgment 
within the next few days for $355,- 
000, with interest. 

Consent to the receivership was 
made by counsel for the corpora- 
tion, who acknowledged such ac- 
tion was necessary for the protec- 
tion of the company and its cred- 
itors. Both plaintiff and defen- 
dant stated that the corporation’s 
assets greatly exceed liabilities. 

The petition says the Fox Cor- 
poration is indebted to unsecured 
creditors to the extent of $1,619,- 
688, of which $500,000 is now due, 
that it is indebted $1,160,946 to 
wholly owned subsidiaries, and $1,- 
599,901 to affiliated companies 
which are partly secured. 

Indebtedness of $546,647 is al- 
leged to the Fox Film Corporation 
and $1,113,763 in connection with 
purchases of securities and other 
properties. There is also said to be 
a contingent obligation, not de- 
scribed in detail, of approximately 
$6,000,000. 

Current assets are listed at $204,- 
808 and investments in and ad- 
vances to going subsidiaries at 
$24,800,000. Investments in sub- 
sidiary companies in receivership 
and in real estate as to which 
mortgage defaults have been made 
are listed at $21,360,000.

Other loves in the life of Myrtle 
St. Pierre were brought out by at- 


‘torneys for Hutton as they cross- 


examined the nurse. These preced- 
ed, she testified, the romance with 
Hutton. 


Eight years ago, she said she 


was married to H. H. Harrington, 


son of a Pasadena financier, but 
in 1926 they were divorced. There 
followed an affair- with Edgar 
Eben, a theater organist, “but that 
romance never developed into 
marriage,“ she testified. 

Third Man in Her Life. 

The third man in her life, Hut- 
ton’s attorneys brought out, was 
George Street Jr., whom she said 
she married in July, 1927, a month 
after her divorce from Harrington 
became final. 

As à recess was called, a woman 
leading two little girls and a boy 
gained the attorney's table. She de- 
manded an audience with Hutton’s 
lawyers and they retired to an 
ante-chamber. Soon Hutton 
emerged and exclaimed: 

“The information she has is 
marvelous but I won’t pay her a 
dime for it.” The woman claimed 
she had knowledge of a “sensa- 
tjonal story” which would quash 
the case. Miss St. Pierre’s attorney, 
seeing the woman, told reporters: 
“She has been trying to sell us a 
story for three or four days.” 

Hutton’s attorneys brought out 
that her real name was Myrtle 
Hazel St. Peters, and that she add- 
ed oan “because I liked the beauty 
of the name and because it was 
the name of one of my French an- 
cestors.“ 

Before his marriage to the evan- 
gelist, Miss St. Pierre testified in 
her $200,000 breach of promise suit 
Hutton told her marriage was a 
man-made institution that could be 
ignored at times. 

“He made violent love to me,” 
she said. Tou must be a wife to 
me to prove your love,’ he insisted. 
He held me so tightly. He smoth- 
ered me with kisses.“ 

In the midst of her story Miss 
St. Pierre fainted and fell from the 
witness stand. She continued with 
the aid of smelling salts. 

So intimate were the details that 
the Court ordered the room cleared 
of all who did not have an imme- 
diate interest in the ease. 

He sang love songs to her, Miss 
St. Pierre testified; swore he could 
not live without her, called her ten- 
der names, promised to “build a 
lovely little nest.“ and repeatedly 
asked her to marry him. She ac- 
cepted, she continued, and a wed- 
ding date was tentatively fixed for 
March, 1931. The breach of prom- 
ise suit was filed after ‘Iutton’s 
marriage to Mrs. McPherson, Hut- 
ton was a choir singer in his wife’s 
Four Square Gospel Angelus Tem- 
ple here. 

Meanwhile, unaware of the trial, 
Mrs. McPherson Hutton was con- 
fined to a  sanitarium, suffering 
from a nervous breakdown.

EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS 
IS OPENED IN DUBLIN 


Legate Conveys Pope’s Praise 
for Ireland in Introduct- 
ory Speech. 


By the Associated Press. 
DUBLIN, Jun 22.—Lorenzo Car- 


dinal Lauri, Papal legate, formally 
opened the thirty-first internation- 
al Eucharistic Congress today be- 
fore the Irish Herarchy and pre- 
lates from many parts of the world. 

Cardinal Lauri brought a special 
message to Ireland as he stood in 
the pro-cathedral. Outside, multi- 
tudes were gathered and listened to 
his words broadcast through loud- 
speakers. 


“I am in your midst,” said the 
representative of the Vatican, “with 
this most noble office, with this 
most privileged duty to perform 
to represent the Pope, to bring to 
you his greetings and blessing, to 
bring to you—I cannot say it bet- 
ter—all of his great heart, beating 
always with the deepest love for 
Ireland, which is never second to 
any country in the Holy Father’s 
affections.” 

The ceremony closed with the 
great hymn, “Faith of Our 
Fathers.” 

Tomorrow at 12:30 a. m., a sol- 
emn high pontifical mass will be 
celebrated in the  pro-Cathedral. 
There will be sectional meetings to- 
morrow of the various nationali- 
ties attending the congress. Amer- 
icans will meet in the Lord Mayor’s 
residence. At 8 p. m. tomorrow 
there will be a gigantic mass meet- 
ing of men in Phoenix Park at 
which Cardinal Lauri will preside. 
A garden party given in Cardinal 
Lauri’s honor yesterday included 
leading representatives of the vari- 
pus Irish political factions. Gover- 
nor-General McNeill, President De 
Valera and William T. Cosgrave, 
leader of the opposition in the 
Dail, were among the guests at the 
fete, which was held in Blackrock 
College. More than 16,000 persons 
crowded the lawns. Cardinal Lauri, 
surrounded by purple-robed Bish- 
ops, gave his blessing to the throng.

Alleged to Have Beaten Chil- 
dren Daily for 5 Years— 
Seared Tongue of One.

CHICAGO, June 22.— An 11l-year- 


old boy and a girl of 12 told in 
court a story of cruelty, starvation 
and inhuman treatment that sent 
their stepmother, Mrs. Jennie Pa- 
cer, to jail for a year. 

The children, Clara and Edward 


Pacer, said yesterday they had 
been beaten with whips and fists 
by their stepmother almost daily 
for five years. Their only food, 
they said, was scraps from the ta- 
ble at which sat Mrs. Pacer’s own 
five children. 

Edward testified that Mrs. Pa- 
cer seared his tongue with a red 
hot butcher knife when hunger 
drove him to steal a bite of sau- 
sage from the kitchen. One of 


Clara’s teeth was missing, knocked 
out, she said, by a blow from her 
stepmother’s fist. 

Both children said they were 
forced to steal food for Mrs. Pa- 
cer and her children; that they 
were forced to sell beer which she 
brewed, and that Edward often was 
awakened in the night to be sent 
out to buy whisky for her. 

The case was brought to court, 
prosecutors said, when neighbors 
and school teachers noticed bruises 
and welts on the children’s bodies.

‘‘Rumpers” Who Bolted

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 22. — 
Democratic rumpers,“ who bolted 
the State convention when a dele- 
gation was instructed for Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for the presidential 
nomination, have achieved a sur- 
prise victory in Monday's State- 
wide primaries. 

After the defection the “rumpers” 
organized their own convention, se- 
lected an uninstructed delegation 
mostly favorable to Alfred E. 
Smith, and entered candidates in 
the primary in a successful effort

Finds Glenn Jones, Valley 


tained Money Belonging 
to Clients. 


Glenn Jones, attorney of Valley 
Park, was suspended from the prac- 
tice of law for six months yester- 
day by St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
which ruled that he had unlaw- 
fully retained money belonging to 
his clients, 

The charges were contained in 
a disbarment petition filed by the 
Committee on Grievances and Le- 
gal Ethics of the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation, The case was heard by 
the Court of Appeals June 3. Its 
decision was entered on the Court's 
records yesterday. There was no 
formal opinion. 

Jones is 48 years old and has 
served as City Attorney of Valley 
Park and as head of its School 
Board. He attributed the charges 
to a political quarrel which arose 
two years ago when he was a can- 
didate for Justice of the Peace. 

There were four allegations in 
testimony was heard on only one 
of them. The Court held that the 
issues in the others were clearly 
defined in the charges and the an- 
swers to them filed by Jones. 

The case in which testimony was 
heard, June 3, was one involving 
$50 Jones received in settlement of 
a damage suit claim. His clients 
testified they had never received 
any part of it. but Jones said he 
had mailed $30 to them in cash. 
His fee had been fixed at $20. 

Another count alleged that Jones 
had retained $2050 in assets of an 
estate which he served as attorney 
for the administrator. In answer te 
this Jones said that he had asked 
the Probate Court of St. Louis 
County for additional time to make 
a final settlement. He had $1000 
on hand and was attempting to 
collect other assets, Jones said, but 
his fee of $500 was to come out 
of what he had on hand. 

It was also alleged that he had 

retained $425 of a $2200 estate in- 
herited by Elmer and Albert 
Schultz, minors, for whom he was 
guardian. Jones exhibited receipts 
for disbursements of $1628, and 
said other receipts had been lost., 
but that his wards had received all 
that was due them.

From out- 
side of the New York State approx- 
imately 50 persons have written 
Gov. Roosevelt, asking if they could 
become residents and take advan- 
tage of the farm plan, the execu- 
tive said.

Borah Finds Disarmament Plan 
Of Hoover “Fair and Sound” 


JUNE 22, 1932 


Joins Other Congressional Leaders in Ex- 
pressing Approval of Suggestion for 
Cut of One-Third. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Pres- 
ident Hoover’s disarmament pro- 
posal drew the immediate approval 
today of Chairman Borah of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee who only two days ago an- 
nounced he would not support the 
President for re-election on the 
party platform. 

Borah said the plan seemed “fair 
and sound” and expressed the hope 
it would bring a realization to the 
conference that failure to disarm 
would “bring an irreparable dis- 
aster.” The Foreign Relations 
Chairman, in a formal statement, 
said: 

“Looking over “the President's 
proposal somewhat hurriedly, it 
seems to me fair and sound. I am 
for drastic reduction of armaments 
and so long as all nations are 
treated fairly I do not care much 
how it is brought about. 

“I sincerely hope the proposal 
of the President will bring the con- 
ference to a realization that a 
failure to lift this burden of arm. 
ments and do it at once will come

Maintained, While Repeal Advocates De- 
mands Were Granted, He Asserts.

BY ITTSBURGH. Pa., June 21. — 
James Francis Burke, general 
counsel for the Republican Nation- 
al Committee, defends the prohibi- 
tion plank adopted by the nation- 
al convention in Chicago. 

“The plan is fair td both wets 
and drys,” Burke asserted, be- 
cause the major principles of the 
prohibitionists are preserved; the 
major demands of the anti-prohi- 
bitionists are met.“ 

Burke, who participated in the 
Rebate which preceded adoption of 
the plank, said that upon his ar- 
rival from Chicago he found hun- 
dreds of letters on his desk, ask- 
ing for interpretation of the plank. 

“And I was prompted to answer 


‘immediately by Dr. Nicholas Mur- 


ray Butler’s criticism of the plank,” 
the white-haired lawyer added with 
a smile. 

“One of the greatest evils in 
American politics is the tendency 
of partisans on public issues to 
jump at conclusions,” Burke said. 
“One of my reasons for opposing 
prohibition is the fact that it con- 
verts so many of its friends and its 
enemies alike into violent extrem- 


Deplorable Animosities. 
“The deplorable animosities 
which mark the average discussion 
of this subject render sane conclu- 
sions almost impossible. 

“The sincerity of both sides is 
admitted. 

„J. personally, never believed the 
eighteenth amendment belonged in 
the Constitution. I believed it to 
be a police power specifically re- 
served to the states and never in- 
tended to be surrendered to the 
Federal Government. 

“I believed it too rigid and far- 
reaching in its consequences to be 
lodged in the organic law from 
which, if the people changed their 
minds, it could not be dislodged 
without the greatest difficulty and 


“Nevertheless it was placed 
there by Democrats and Republic- 
ans alike, approved by 47 states of 
the union and subsequently rati- 
fied by the United States Supreme 
Court. 

“We are now dealing with the 
question of getting it out of the 
Constitution and inserting in its 
place the best substitute that can 
be dévised to deal with the prob- 
lem which is vexing millions of 

ericans, who wish it solved 

bly as soon as possible in 

order that it may be removed from 
the atmosphere of intemperate dis- 
cussion. 
Demands of Last Six Years. 
“Now, since many so-called 
‘wets’ seem to be dissatisfied with 
the Republican platform, let us 
face the facts squarely. ‘What 
have they been demanding for 
the last six years? 
“First—That they be given a 
chance to determine by their votes 
whether the eighteenth amend- 
ment shall continue in force, or 
whether it shall be repealed and 
forever taken out of the Constitu- 
tion. 
„Second — That they shall be per- 
mitted to express their wishes 
through state constitutional con- 
ventions and not through State 
Legislatures. They have felt that 
as Legislatures are elected on a 
multiplicity of issues, throughout 
the country, the prohibition ques- 
tion might be confused with or sub- 
ordinated to other questions, and 
thus a clear-cut verdict prevented. 
“Furthermore, they have felt 
that if the matter were to be sub- 
mitted te state conventions with 
no other questions before them, the 
answer must be definite one way 
or the other. 
“This. seemed to be a fair de- 
mand, although many prohibition- 
ists Opposed it. 

“Let. Us Be Practical.” 
“The platform grants both these 
demands in the plainest English. 
Consequently, if we triumph in 
November the people are assured 
of an opportunity to vote on the 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, through the medium of state 
conventions free from all other is- 
sues. 
“The third question was whether 


be some reasonable substitute to 
take the place of the present rigid 
prohibition amendment, or whether 
we should be left groping in the 
dark through blind controversy for 
a number of years to come. 
“Let us be practical We must 
proceed under the Constitution. 
Nothing can be done without the 
consent of three-fourths of the 
states of the Union. 
“Since 13 states can prevent re- 
peal of any character, it is ab- 
sOlutely necessary to offer some 
substitute to which 36 states are 
likely to agree if we are to make 
any progress toward solution. In 
other words, the repealists must 
win victories in 36 states in order 
to change conditions, while all the 
prohibitionists need to do is to cen- 
ter all their efforts in 13 states and 
‘nduce them to stand pat in order 
to prolong present deplorable con- 
ditions indefinitely. 
“No one wants that. 

Authority of 
“Now we come to the question as 
to how much authority Congress 
should have in the matter of re- 
peal, since this unquestionably is 
a matter of national scope and. 
character. 
“Ardent prohibitionists strug- 
gled at Chicago to give Congress 
the right to prohibit as well as 
regulate the liquor traffic through- 
out the country.

thought declined to grant Congress 
the power to prohibit, declaring 
that power belonged to the states 
alone. At the same, time they be- 
lieved that the logical thing to do 
was to lodge in Congress the power 
to provide a general regulation of 
the traffic which would be uniform 
throughout the country, rather 
than have from four to 48 conflict- 
ing liquor laws agitating the coun- 
try, the states to regulate the de- 
tails. 


“Therefore the platform gave 
Congress the power to regulate, but 
denied it the power to prohibit. 

“Thus the three great principles 
demanded by the so-called wets 
have been granted. 

Dry Principles Maintained. 

“On the other hand, two out- 
standing principles for which the 
most ardent prohibitionists stand 
are not denied them: 

“First, the right of any state to 
continue prohibition within its own 
borders by the vote of its own peo- 
ple. 

“Second—the right of all prohibi- 

tion states to the protection of the 
Federal Government from outside 
shipments into dry states and oth- 
er kindred abuses. 
“and finally, the drys have the 
same right as the wets to vote on 
the question as to whether pres- 
ent conditions are to be continued 
or terminated. No fair-minded 
American will deny either side this 
right. 

“To those who fear that Con- 
gress will not give the people a fair 
regulatory statute, the answer is 
that if three-fourths of the states 
of the Union, which means four- 
fifths of the American people re- 
peal the eighteenth amendment and 
declare in favor of a reasonable 
substitute Congress will not dare 
deny them a reasonable remedy.

ON PROHIBITION QUESTION 


Repeal Plank Would Alienate Party’s Own 
Drys; Resubmission Declaration Would Not 
and Besides Might Gain G. O. P. Wet Votes

CHICAGO, June 22.—Democrat- 


ic leaders have prized what seems 
to them the strategic advantage of 
writing their prohibition plank aft- 
er the Republicans have spoken. 
What will they now do in their ef- 
fort to score off the Republicans at 
the very outset of the campaign 
on the most contentious issue of the 
day? The question is of equal in- 
terest with question of who will be 
their candidate for the presidency. 

The Democrats can do one of 
four things. First, they can write 
a noncommittal plank as they did 
at Houston and thereby place the 
party on the dry side. In all the 
on the subject this 
course is ruled out. The events 
which have operated in the last six 
months to drive the Republican 
party out from under the domina- 
tion of the Anti-Saloon League have 
worked with equal force upon the 
Democratic party. As political op- 
portunism through long years de- 
manded dryness in the platform. so 
now it demands wetness. it is a 
safe prophecy that the Democratic 
plank will be, in some measure yet 
to be determined, a wet plank. 


Second, the Democrats can fol- 
low the example of the Republic- 
ans and adopt a “state option un- 
cer Federal control” plank. But if 
they did this, or adopted any other 
kind of obviously straddling plank, 
they would lo all the political ad- 
vantage which the Republicans 
have thrust into their hands. They 
have heard the denunciation 
heaped upon the Republican plank 
by both sides—by the militant, 
forthright wets of the Nicholas 
Murray Butler type, and now by 
Senator Borah as a spokesman of 
the drys. Apparently nobody likes 
the Chicago compromise except the 
little group of men who framed it. 
No, the Democrats will seek to 
avoid the charge of straddling the 
issue. The possibility of a plank on 
the Republican lines can be dis- 
missed. 

Straight Repeal Plank Unlikely. 

Third, the Democrats can declare 
for repeal of i e eighteenth amend- 
ment. This is That the we, press- 
ing for the greatest possible gain 
for the repeal cause, have said they 
should do. They have said that a 
wringing wet plank, unqualifiedly 
putting the party on record for re- 
peal, would carry the wet Eastern 
States and insure the election of 
the Democratic nominee. But no 
matter how heavily this argument 
might weigh with a section of the 
party, it appears urlikely that the 
party platform will come out for 
repeal. 

The fourth course open to the 
Democrats is to propose a repeal 
amendment without committing the 
party to repeal. 

Now there is a great difference, 
in politics, between a plank say- 
ing that we favor the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and a plank 
saying that we favor submitting the 
repeal question to the decision of 
the states. The Butler-Bingham 
plank at the Republican conven- 
tion, as Senator Bingham empha- 
sized in his speech to the conven- 
tion, did not seek to commit the 


| party to repeal; it merely proposed 


candidate can say—and if such a 


that the people be given the oppor- 
tunity to “vote cleanly” (as Bing- 
ham said) on the repeal question. 

A plank of that sort is one that 
a dry candidate for Congress as 
well as a wet can stand on. There 
is no end of room on it. The dry 


plank is accepted by the Democrats 
he will say—that submission of a 
repeal amendment would be a fine 
thing for the drys, because it would 
give them the chance to “affirm” 
the eighteenth amendment and kill 
the repeal movement once and for 
all. He can take his stand squarely 
on a submission plank, while prom- 
ising at the same time to do his 
best for the dry side if the issue is 
brought. before the people. He 
could not, however, remain a dry 
and support a platform calling for 
repeal. 

What is here set down has noth- 
ing to do with the intrinsic merits 
or demerits of repeal; it merely de- 
tails some of the considerations 
that are bound to guide the fram- 
ers of the Democratic platform. 
Arguments for Submission Plank. 

They say: We cannot ask our 
sincere drys—like Walsh of Mon- 
tana—to stand for repeal. We can- 
not read them out of the party. 
They form a large and important 
element of the party. But we can 
and should ask them to support a 
proposal that would give the peo- 
ple a chance to register their con- 
victions on the eighteenth amend- 
ment by voting it up or down. 

They say: We can hold our drys 
in this way—we can save their 
faces, if you please—and at the 
same time we can forward the re- 
suit that the wets are seeking: 
namely, a vote by the people, 
through state conventions, on the 
eighteenth amendment. 

All things considered, the politi- 
cal “logic” of the moment points to 
a Democratic plank for submission 
of the repeal issue to the people. 
This would avoid the ambiguity of 
the Republican scheme; it would 
not cut the ground from under dry 
Democratic candidates; it would 
satisfy, say the party strategists, all 
the reasonable demands of the 
wets. 

If the Republicans had taken the 
Butler-Bingham plank, these strate- 
gists, wishing to capitalize the 
growing wet sentiment in the coun- 
try, might feel the party should go 
further and declare for repeal. But 
as matters stand this reason for a 
repeal declaration does not exist; 
the party can now, they argue, take 
the further step necessary to cap- 
ture the wet vote simply by coming 
out for a straightforward resubmis- 
sion of the question. 

The suggestion has been heard 
from some Democratic leaders that 
the party should adopt virtually the 
exact language of the minority 
plank for which nearly one-haif 
the Republican convention voted— 
a plank which, as haz been point- 
ed out, would have been adopted if 
the votes of the controlled Southern 
delegates had gone for it. 

It is quite conceivable that the 
Democrats will do just this. And 
if they do it, a great many disturbed 
Republican leaders will be willing 
privately to concede that they have 
played smart politics.

California Representative 
Says He Finished His Job

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Rep- 
resentative Phil D. Swing (Rep.), 
California, announced in a formal 
statement today he would not file 
as a candidate for the Senate. 
Swing also condemned “the wet- 


dry straddle plank of my party's 
platform.” He said: 

“I shall not file for United States 
Senator. I have never desired mere- 
ly to hold office. I did not go to 
Congress because of political ambi- 
tion, but to do a definite job—that 
of putting over the Boulder Dam 
project. 

“With that object accomplished 
by the enactment of the Swing- 
Johnson bill, with the work under 
way, with appropriations made by 
Congress to keep construction go- 
ing, I had planned to return to the 
practice of my profession. 

Disapproves “Straddle.” 

“However, some of the leading 
citizens of Southern California met 
last November and urged me to 
run for the Senate, and I consented. 

“It was my intention to make a 
fight for progressive principles, 
demanding that the Federal Gov- 
ernment take aggressive and direct 
action to attack the grave economic 
problems which threaten our eco- 
nomic and political institutions. 

“However, sincé that time the 
propaganda against prohibition has 
risen to distract the attention of 
the people with its contention that 
repeal is the remedy for our pres- 
ent ills. 

“My convictions are to the con- 
trary. I am a Republican, but I 
cannot approve the wet-dry strad- 
dle plank of my party’s platform. 

“Neither can I approve its dis- 
avowal of Federal responsibility 
for action to relieve the unemploy- 
ment situation nor its declaration 
restricting relief to palliative meas- 
ures which do not go to the root 
or the cause of the present depres- 
sion. 

Can't Afford Campaign. 

“Furthermore, it became evident 
that without strong newspaper sup- 
port in the big cities, a sizeable 
campaign fund is necessary, no 
matter what the candidate's merit, 
ability or record for accomplish- 
ment might be. I found myself 
unable conscientiously to cast the 
votes necessary to secure the sup- 
port of metropolitan papers and 
unfortunately my 12 years of pub- 
lic service to the State has left me 
a poor man. 

“Under these circumstances there 
remains nothing for me to do but to 
announce my withdrawal and at 
the same time extend my sincere 
thanks to my friends for their loyal 
efforts in my behalf and their of- 
fer of continued support should I 
have stayed in the race.”’

The Civil Service Commission has issued a warning 
to Federal employes under its jurisdiction, reminding 
them that they are forbidden by statute to engage in 
politics, and that loss of their positions is the penalty. 
On the grounds of propriety and efficiency, it is a 
wise rule. It does not extend, however, to post- 
masters of the first, second and third. classes, who 
were invited a few weeks ago by Assistant Post- 
master General Glover to “get out on the firing line” 
‘tm the campaign or send Bim their resignations. (Mr. 
Glover later interpreted this statement as invoking 
patriotism rather than campaign work.) At the Re 
eral office holders—United States marshals, postmas- 
ters and others.

The Post-Dispatch has shown, through impressive 
authorities, that with a proper development the city 
might put a million dollars a year inte the municipal 
treasury. 

The joint committee must discover how that part 
of the street railway system useful to a modern 
transportation set-up can be purchased from the pres- 
ent owners at a fair price, and negotiations to that 
end are already proceeding with the owners.

ACKNOWLEDGING 4 DEBT. 
We present excerpts from three public pronounce 
ments of recent days: 
From a statement by W. W. Waters, commander-in- 
chief of the “bonus army” at Washington: “There 
sheuld be mere government by the people and for the 
people.” 
From a manifeste by Carlos Davila, revolutionary 
leader, to the Chileans: “We have the absolyte, full 
co-operation of the great mass of the people whe 
want to see in this country a government of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the people.“ 
Opening paragraph of Senator Dickinson's keynote 
speech to the Republican national convention: “Three 
score and 12 years ago our nation was at grips with 
its most perileug political crisis. It faced the propo- 
sition of whether this republic—dedicated by the 
blood ef patriots on a score of battiefields—should 
endure,” 
These attest again the eternal debt of contempco- 
rary orators to Lincoln's three minutes of elequence 
at Gettysburg. 


A MONROE DOCTRINE IN THE ORIENT. 
In his speech of welcome to Ambassador Grew, Vie 
count Ishii departed from the usual banalities of such 
an occasion to outline what might be termed a Mon- 
roe Doctrine for the Orient. Denying any intention 
on the part of Japan to interfere in the Western 
Hemisphere, Ishii warned against American attempts 
to dominate Asia, going so far as to predict war as 
a result. “A grave situation would Be created,” he 
said, “if the United States ever attempted to domi- 
nate the Asiatic continent and prevented Japan from 
ber pacific and natural expansion in this part of 
the world.” 
There was, of course, no intentional freony in the 
use of the words “pacific and natural,” but the Vis- 
count’s sense of humor must have been on a holiday. 
Japan’s recent expansion by force of arms in Manchu- 
ria, as well as her brutal attack on Shanghai, are 
fresh in the popular mind as expressions of ruthless 
imperialism. No eeremonial phraseology can make 
of those incidents anything but what they were. Un- 
fortunately, the machinery of international peace and 
justice ig not yet sufficiently efficient te deal with 
such situations, If sa, Japan would not today be 
claiming the Orient ag her own private backyard. 
Our Monroe Doctrine, though it has at times been 
put to base uses, was conceived as an attempt to pro- 
tect the fledgling republics of Latin America in their 
newly-won freedom. Japan, on the other hand, looks 
upon China as a field for exploitation. Sle can de- 
fend herself by citing the wholesale pillage of China 
by the Western nations for the past 80 years and, 
80 far as we are concerned, by United States’ impe 
rialism in the Caribbean. *

Will Give Up Ethical Society 
Leadership After Year 
Spent Abroad. 


Percival Chubb, leader of the 
Ethical Society, has announced his 
purpose to retire from that posi- 
tion after his return from a year 
of travel and study, which began 
recently. In a letter to the mem- 


bers of the society he writes: 

“My sabbatical year is to prepare 
the way for my retirement. I owe 
that to you. I am past the estab- 
lished limit in years (he is 72) and 
I would not lend color to the no- 
tion that the Ethical Society is a 
home for the aged. The public 
have a way of confusing the aged 
with the infirm. However, I shall 
report again, and be ready to serve 
you further according to the needs 
of the situation. Then I shall have 
to tidy house for my successor, and 
put my legacy in order. 

Dislikes to Retire Now. 


“Convinced as I am that my re- 
tirement is called for in the interest 
of the Ethical Society and its fu- 
ture, I nevertheless deplore that it 
should fall at this crisis in nation- 
al and human affairs. Mentally 
speaking, I do not feel like retir- 
ing. The situation is too provoca- 
tive and evocative. 

“Never in my memory has there 
been a time when the contribution 
which the Ethical Movement may 
make toward the common welfare 
and deliverance has been so con- 
vincingly called for. Of the ethical 
implications of the collapse of 
capitalistic industry I will not 
speak. Not only Karl Marx, but 
the prophets and sages, persuaded 
me long since that it carried within 
it the seeds of its own destruction. 
The Great War announced its 
doom. If this profiteers’ game of 
greed and grab was to go on, then 
the earth was pillared rottenness. 
The war and the peace have to- 
gether exposed the rottenness. Our 
resources of soundness are on 
trial. 

The Call Upon Religion. 

“The call upon religion is to di- 
vest itself of its accretions of ir- 
relevancy and to address itself to 
the task of promoting plain 
righteousness, yes, just simple hon- 
esty and integrity. In these all 
spiritual values are rooted. The 
contemporary exhibitions of cor- 
ruption in business and politics, the 
brutalities of crime, the indecencies 
of self-indulgence, the vulgarities 
of popular pleasuring, all announce 
the withering of fundamental mor- 
ale. And the absence of any wide- 
spread and agitating indignation 
and contrition is at once the hand- 
writing on the wall that threat- 
ens ruin and the summons to a 
new way of life.”
